Credit for the settlement of the con- 
troversy is due Chairman Knapp of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
t'nited States Labor Commissioner Neill. 
The diplomatic manner in which they 
handled the situation undoubtedly pre- 
vented the calling of the greatest strike 
in the history of railroads in America. 
On two days when it seemed to be im- 
possible that anything could be done 
to prevent trouble Chairman Knapp 
and Mr. Neill were the only ones who 
did not give up hope. The settlement 
that was finally made was the result of 
compromise figures prepared by the two 
Federal officials. They were as close to 
even concessions as could be made, and 
in their aceptance both sides believed 
that they had gained some important 
concession. 

The agreemnt makes the following 
provisions:

Effect on Car Fares and Gas Rates. 

It is said by attorneys that, even if 
the Legislature gives the Municipal As- 
sembly power to regulate the rates of 
public service corporations, it will: not 
affect either the United Railways Co. 
or the Laclede Gas Light Co., both of 
which are controlled by the North 
American Co. The city, it is said, will 
be powerless to compel the railway com- 
pany to reduce its rates, as the fran- 
chise contracts between the city and 
the railway companies — specify what 
rates may be charged for the service. 
These, it is said, canot be changed by 
legislation. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co. is operat- 
ing under a State charter and is not 
subject to regulation by the Municipal 
Assembly, it is held. The only North 
American interest that might be 
reached by the public ~utifities bill, it is 
said, is-the electric light and power 
company, and attorneys say there is 
some doubt as to whethet it would be 
affected. 

As the proposed legislation would not 
affect the steam railroads, they are 
taking no interest in the public utilities 
bill, according to James M. Seibert, one 
of the legislative agents of the Missouri 
Pacific. 

Cyrus P. Walbridge, president of the 
Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: ‘‘As president 
of the Beil Telephone Co. in St. Louis, 
I know of no understanding between 
public service corporations to infiuence 
legislation. 

Telephone Conditions, 

“The telephone interests are not like 
other municipal utility corporations. 
The service of the telephone company 
is State wide, going to the farm and 
small village as well as to the city. The 
various companies are inseparable be- 
cause of the nature of their service 
and this is not true of other public 
utility corporations. The telephone serv- 
ice is an independent service, and the 
companies are required to provide spe- 
cial facilities for the exclusive use of 
each subscriber for a limited period. 
Only a small part of the company's 
plant is or can be used in common by 
all of its customers. 

“T mailed a letter Thursday to each 
member of the General Assembly ex- 
pressing my views on the telephone sit- 
uation.. As president of the Bell com- 
pany I take the position that the tele- 
phone interests ought to be let alone 
at the present time, but I do not know 
of any concerted action among public 
service corporations to defeat the pro- 
posed legislation.’’ 

Representatives of public service cor- 
porations in St. Louis say that the agi- 
tation for the enabling act started in 
Kansas City as the outgrowth of a fight 
between the city and the railroad and 
telephone companies. If there is any 
concerted action in favor: of a commis- 
sion the representatives of local cor- 
porations say it is in Kansas City and 
not in St. Louis.

POLITICIANS PREDICT 
HUGHES’ NOMINATION. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 5.—Republican 
bosses in and out of the Legislature 
view the controversy between President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Harriman with min- 
gled astonishment at the President and 
satisfaction with the growing prospects 
of Gov. Hughes for the Presidency. 

The action of the President in enter- 
ing into a mud-throwing contest with 
Mr. Harriman is generally deplored as 
unbecoming his office. 

“He used to do such unconventional 
things when he was Governor,”’ said one 
of the President’s admirers, “but they 
did not entail the consequences of the 
Same acts on the part of a President. 

The suggestion of the President that 
there exists a conspiracy to defeat his 
plans for the future and the selection 
of a man not in sympathy with him as 
his successor are not justified by con- 
ditions in the Republican organization 
in this State. There is no one to con- 
spire. Odell, the leader to whom Repub- 
licans of all factions are turning, will 
not be drawn into a conspiracy one way 
or the other. He has resisted all at- 
tempts to mix him up in the present 
fracas. No attention 1s paid to Wood- 
ruff by any Republicans other than 
those connected with his Kings County 
organization. 

Of candidates there has been no dis- 
cussion worthy of consideration. The 
poll of the Legislature on Tuesday fair- 
ly represented the sentiment of its mem- 
bers regarding the individual choices. 
Yt showed that the President was fa- 
vored by the largest number of -states- 
men who expressed an opinion, though 
more had no preference. Since the 
Roosevelt-Harriman tncident, however, 
there has been a marked change in sen- 
timent, as ig evidenced by the requests 
of several senators and assemblymen 
who manifested a preference for the 
President's nomination that they be now 
included in the ‘‘no choice’ column. 

Hughes, Silent, Watching. 
Gov. Hughes is following the progress 





of the developments in the row between 
the President and Mr. Harriman with 
keen interest, though he will not express 
an opinion about it. He is not on very 
friendly terms with Mr. Harriman. The 
‘relations between the President and 
Gov. Hughes are friendly, though not 
particularly intimate. The Governor, as 
a matter of fact, has paid but little at- 
tention to Washington, but has de- 
voted himself .to being Governor with- 
out any regard for what Washington 

any other town thinks about his 
acts. 

The last tinte. the President made 
known his views concerning New York 
State matters, the Governor, having 
previously made up his mind the other 
way, did not see his way clear to 
‘change them to conform with the Presi- 
dent. The friends of the Governor make 
no attempt to conceal their belief that 
he is growing every day as a presiden- 
tial figure. nor do they deny that the 
Roosevelt-Harriman tncident will help 
him. 

The one man in Albany who does not 
even try to conceal his satisfaction at 
the turn of events is Alton B. Parker, 
who was President Roosevelt’s oppon- 
ent in the last presidential contest. Mr. 
Parker has been in Albany all week. 








amazing letter to his friend Webster, 
a broad grin has illuminated the face of 
Mr. Parker. Pretty nearly everybody 
of consequence in the Democratic party 
has congratulated him on what he re- 
gards as a vindication of his declaration 
that the Republican party received sub-

E FIRST KIS 


Yale Professor Declares Earli- 
est People Knew Nothing 
of Caress. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

The climax of interest at the session 
of the American Oriental Society was 
reached when Prof. Hopkins of Yale 
read his paper on “The Sniff Kiss in 
Ancient India.”’ ; 

The paper was a history of the ps 
as we know it. The learned Orlentalist 
traced it from its birth and proved that 
the earliest peoples and earliest times 
knew it not. That there might be no 
mistake, he labeled the kiss of today 
“the genuine ké#s’’ and “the perfect 
kiss.’” Oddly enough, he finds that the 
genuine kiss was invented by a woman. 
The description is given in the epic of 
ancient India, which treats of the scli- 
ence of love. 

“She laid her mouth to my 
recites the poet, ‘“‘and made a 
which gave me nleasure.”’ 

With that discovery grew the fashion 
which has since known no abatement, 
and observers even say the fashion is 
spreading. Additions to the epic in 
later years described variations in the 
natural kiss, al] based upon that given 
by the “she’’ of the first narrator.

“The earliest form of the kiss is that 
which we know as the sniff kiss. This 
is a smelling, usually of the head. The 
father of a new-born sniffed his 
head that his days might be long and 
that honors might come to him. Re- 


turning from a journey. he sniffed the 
heads of his children in the same man- 
ner . 

“Gradually, with this sniff kiss there 
came also a caress, a touching usually 
of the head. Gradually, also, the en- 
dearment came to be applied to others 
than children. The rubbing of noses, 
which was persisted in by some tribes, 
was probably an intermediate process 
in the evolution. 

“With the development 
ine kiss, the sniff kiss disappeared 
never to reappear. It had served its 
purpose and s00n was forgotten.”

s Constantine, Chicago Woman’s 
Alleged Murderer, Captured 
After Year’s Search, 


' DENIED HIS IDENTITY 





Finally Confesses and Tells of 
His Journeys After Fleeing 
From Chicago. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—Frank J. Con- 
Sstantine Jr., who -was arrested in 
Brooklyn three days ago as he was 
abqut to embark on a trip to Italy, 
yesterday reluctantly admitted his iden- 
tity to Capt. John McCauley and then 
told how Mrs. Arthur W. Gentry, the 
Chicago woman who he is accused of 
murdering, committed suicide in his 
presence by cutting her: throat. 

The Chicago police had been search- 
jng for Constantine since Jan. 6, 1906, 
the night of the alleged murder, but it 
-Was only due to the perserverance of a 

Brooklyn detective that Constantine 
Was at last captured. For almost a 
fear Detective Vachris had been watch- 
ing the steamship Roma, every time she 
left New York for Naples. Several days 

0 he heard that Constantine was in 

ooklyn and intended to go to Italy. 
Assisted by Detective John Cone, Vach- 
ris planned to arrest him. The two went 
to the wharf together. 

‘Late Tuesday afternoon Constantine 
drove to the pier in a closed carriage. 
He was dressed»as a sailor and carried 
@ seaman’s bag over his shoulder. As 
he advanced toward the detectives they 
stepped forward and placed him under 

,arrest. They recognized him by a pho- 
tograph Vachris had. Constantine was 
taken to Brooklyn Police Headquarters. 
He at first denied his identity and it 
‘was not until a former acquaintance 

named Stein was summoned to New 
York and recognized him among a 

wd of Italian detectives that Con- 
stantine finally confessed who he was. 
He denied killing Mrs. Gentry. 


Says She Slew Self. 


Constantine then voluntarily told how 
‘the woman had slashed her throat with 
@ razor and how he had fled from the 

ouse and started on an aimless tour 
which involved two trips to Italy and 
one to South America. 

After reading the description of the 
soner, which was forwarded to him 
Chicago, Stein sent back two photo- 

graphs of a man whom he had known 
at the New York Y. M. C. A. as 
“Frank.’’ Later he came to New York 
himself. 

When Stein was taken to Brooklyn 

and into a room where Constantine was 

ned up with a number of Italian de- 

tives, he immediately walked over to 
Constantine and said: ~ ‘ 

.“That’s Frank; I know him well.”’ 

- The prisoner remained as cool as he 
been when arrested. As soon as 
rmitted, he sat down in a chair and 
began to smoke a cigar. He smiled and 
ed without restraint. Then he was 
taken before Capt. McCauley, where, af- 
ter being questioned, he admitted he 
‘was Frank J. Constantine Jr.

HARD 10 READ 


Mariners Usually Find Longi- 
tude by Consulting Watch 
or Chronometer. 


If the earth did not rotate, says Prof. 
H. W. Turner, Jongitude could be found 
the same way as Jatitude, for a traveler 
Starting from a place on the equator 
where some bright star was seen on the 
horizon due east would, if he traveled 
toward it, See it rise in the heavens 
(just as he would see the pole star rise 
by traveling due north), and the height 
to which it rose would indicate’ the 
length of his journey eastward—that Is, 
his longitude. 

But the rotation of the earth insists 
upon carrying him eastward in any case, 
SO that even if he remained in the same 
spot the star would still rise and its 
height would then indicate the time 





elapsed since he first observed it, as he 
could readily verify if he possessed a 
watch keeping correct time. If, being 
provided with such a watch, he set out 
on a journey, the height of the star 
at any moment would be due to a 
combination of two causes: First, the ro- 
tation of the earth, for which he could

| PITTSBURG EXPECTS GIFT. 

Thinks Carnegie Will Give City 
$15,000,000. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 5.—The com- 
ing of Andrew Carnegie to attend the 
dedication of the new Carnegie Insti- 
tute on April 11 is awaited with breath- 
less interest by Pittsburgers, because of 
the very reliable report that Mr. Gar- 
negie in his dedicatory speech will an- 
nounce a gift of at least $15,000,000 to 
the people of Pittsburg. This vast sum 
will, it is believed, be given as an 6n- 
dowment to the Carnegie Institute, the 
Carnegie Library and the Carnegie 
Technical Schools.

length of which he could accordingly 
calculate. 

Nowadays the sailor finds his longitude 
Just in this way, by carrying a good 
watch or chronometer with him = on 
board ship. fut to make a chronometer 
Which would keep time correctly at dif- 
ferent temperatures and in the other 
varying circumstances of a sea voyage 
was regarded in Flamsteed’s time as 
hopeless—certainly as the least feas- 
ible of possible methods of finding longi- 
tude. There is, however, a clock in the 
sky which is independent of the im- 
perfections of human workmanship. In- 
deed, there are many such, for ‘every 
Planet which changes its place among 
the stars is an indication of the correct 
time if one were able to read it. 

These clocks, however, all have one 
serious defect—they move far too slow- 
ly for convenient reading. The quick- 
est of them, the moon itself, takes a 
whole month to perform the circuit of 
the dial, and to read the time correctly 
is thus 60 times as difficult as to read 
it from the hour hand ‘of an. ordinary 
clock, which performs its circuit in 12 
hours. To read seconds from a clock 
arrange mechanism to multiply the mo- 
tion of this hour hand 43,200 times—720 
for the minute hand, 60 for the second 
hand, and yet, though the sailor is espe- 
cially anxious to read_ seconds, the 
moon only provides him with a clock 
moving 60 times more slowly rather 
than 43,200 times more quickly. 

Nevertheless, in spite of this serlous 
defect, the advantage of knowing that 
the time given is correct is very great, 
if only one can properly interpret the 
indications of the clock, for, besides the 
physical difficulty of reading an _ indi- 
cator which moves so slowly, there are 
theoretical difficulties of a grave kind 
in interpreting the indications. The 
moon does not move uniformly, but has 
countless vagaries or inequalities. 

It is known now that they can all 
be deduced from Newton's great law of 
gravitation by exact calculations, but 
these calculations require enormous 
labor as well as numerous observations 
to provide a starting point.

| Fred J. Voepel, for five years “a 
; friend of the family,’ and for one year 
‘the “star boarder” in the household’ of 
Julius Heinis and his wife, Annie, ac- 
cording to Heinis, testified Friday in 
the divorce suit now being tried before 
Judge Shields that he had loaned Hetnis 
over $250 in the last five years. He also 
said he had paid the rent of the Heinis 
flat several times and had allowed the 
|couple unlimited credit at his grocery 
store. 

Voepel denied that he had ever loaned 
or given any money to Mrs. Heinis as 
was testified Thursday. He also ve- 
hemently dented that he. had ever ac- 
companied Mrs. Heinis to any park or 
place of amusement without the knowl- 
edge of her husband, who, he says. 
was present on all” occasions except 
one. That was a trip made to Jeffer- 
son Barracks on Decoration Day in 
1905. 

On that occasion, he said, Mrs. Heinis, 
her husband and mother arranged ‘to 
meet him at the Barracks. Mrs. Heinis 
was the only one who. made the trip 
and when he found that she was alone 
he said he at once returned home. He 
said that other trips had been made to 
various places, but that Heinis was al- 
ways present. 

He denied that Mrs. Heinis was ever 
in his grocery store as late as midnight 
and said he always closed the store at 
11 o’clock, even on Saturday nights. He 
also denied that he visited Mrs. Heinis 
during the absence of her husband. 

“F have been the friend of both,”’ said 
he, ‘‘for the last five or six years. 1 
have got positions for Heinis when he 
was out of work, paid the rent of their 
flat several times and loaned them 
money.” 

He was asked by Mrs. Heinis’ attor- 
ney to explain the circumstances sur- 
rounding the gift of a ring made to him 
by the little daughter of the couple, 
and which Henis had charged was giv- 
en at the suggestion of his wife. 

He exhibited the ring to the Judge 
and said: “Every Christmas I gave the 
little girl a present. On Christmas Day, 
19%. the child, in the presence of her 
parents, gave me this ring. I did not 
even know that she had intended to 
buy me a gift.”” As he said this he 
glanced angrily at Heinis. 

Mrs. Heinis in Rebuttal. 

Mrs. Heinis was recalled in rebuttal 
to deny her husband's charges that she 
wert about the house clad only in her 
petticoats, and to explain the reason 
for her refusal to exchange caresses 
with him after their separation. 

‘My husband kissed our little girl and 
then turnea to me to ask whether |! 
didn't have one for him,’’ said Mrs. 
Heinis. ‘“ “The harvest days are Over,’ 
I told him. I didn't think it proper to 
kiss him after he had refused to kiss 
me the Whole time we lived together, 
and especially after he 
throw me from the house.”’ 

Mrs. Heinis said she had. often 
eceasion to complain of noise made 
the Worsams, who lived next door. 

Pulling the covers from her at 1 and 
2 o'clock in the morning was a. practice 
of her husband's, Mrs. Heinis said.

New Law Denies Them Politi- 
cal Rights, 


SOFIA—Bulgaria is threatened with 
a general strike of teachers. The new 
law has stirred them, and they have 
decided to leave their places if there is 
any attempt co enforce it. 

By the workings of this law teachers 
are not perinitted to belong to political 
parties. They are prohibited from tak- 
ing part in po:itical meetings. Member- 
ship in workingmen’s associations, by 
teachers, is punishable with dismissal. 

Attempts of obtaining higher wages 
by organizing in unions or by means 
of strikes are also forbidden by the new 
law.

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Statistics on Meteors, 

A careful record of meteors, or shoot- 
ing stars, is kept by W. F. S. Denning, 
the great English authority on these 
bodies, and the reports furnished have 
enabled him to give interesting deter- 
minations for 10 large meteors seen in 
1906. The heights at commencement of 
visibility varied from 659 to &9 miles, 
those at disappearance ranged 
from 22 to 56 miles.

Ancient Form of Parliamentary 
Assembly Retains Demo- 
cratic Simplicity. 


The old: town meeting which once 
made for perfect democracy in our New 
England States, has not passed because 
it is behind the times, for in the small 
Republic of Switzerland the same in- 
stitution prevails, and a Swiss would 
consider it giving up a birthright were 
it suggested that he follow American 
methods of making laws. 

In the public square of the principal 
city of each canton, when May heralds 
summer, the citizens gather to discuss 
and vote on matters of local and na- 
tional importance. The President is 
chairman of the meeting, and about 
him are gathered the burghers, who 
have taken an oath to vote according to 
their. conscience. The first matter 
usually settled 
didates for the cantonal government, 
and a show of hands gives the votes 
after the name is read out by the Presi- 
dent. 

It is a peaceful and dignified proced- 
ure, without excitement, where the in- 
tent of all is to secure ‘‘a more perfect 
government.’’ The measures and laws 
which are taken up and discussed prior 
to a vote may have reference to the 
famous Alpine roads, or to markets, 
sanitation, schools, and so on. 

Here an Alpine guide representing 
some hunting society rises and suggests 
that certain districts -be preserved 
henceforth, and no shooting of chamois 
or other game be allowed for a certain 
number of years; for there a fisherman 
wants something forbidden. A farmer 
wishes to abolish the obligatory insur- 
anee of cattle; a workingmen’s club 
asks that the price of salt be raised 
that the profits may found an insurance 
fund for workingmen against sickness 
and old age.

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A SQUARE DEAL. 

The statement was made during the campaign 
that the remnant of the bridge arbitrary amounted 
for the year 1906 to only $280,000, or about one- 
sixth of the sum which would have been collected 
on St. Louis traffic if the original arbitrary had 
remained.

How can they expect 
good will when they are doing their best to destroy 
good will and to incur ill will by persisting in the 
policy of discriminating against St. Louis traffic

It. is patent when the rates between East St. Louis 
and Western points are the same as those between 
St. Louis and Western points; whereas the rates 
between St. Louis and Eastern points are greater 
than those between East St. Louis and Eastern 
points by the amount of the arbitrary.

Only Smaller Articles Belong- 
ing to Slain Architect Were 
Disposed Of.

NEW YORK, April 5.—Sofa cushions 
’ 46 inches square sold for $170 each at 
the first session of the Stanford White 
‘gaie yesterday and this was a fair in- 


dex of one of the most remarkable auc- 
tions in recent years. The architect‘s 
belongings, which have received so 
much praise, viewed in their artistic 
yquality, sold as rarities rather than 
works<of art. A limited assemblage of 
wealthy folk was admitted to the sale 
the prices soared in a way that 

made the wise ones whistle.

WANT U. S. TROOPS IN CUBA. 


Foreign Countries Fear Trouble 
Upon Their Withdrawal. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—According to 
a Havana dispatch to the Sun, the 
American Government, sooner or later, 
will meet with pressure from abroad re- 
garding the Cuban _ =:ituation. The 
French Minister is said to have informed 


his government that there will be no 
certainty of the protection of property 
if the republic is re-established and the 
Cubans are placed in control.

EFFECT OF LIQUOR DEFINED. 





Complainant in Divorce Suit 
Makes Three Classifications. 


The effects of INquor on man’s mind, 
morals and actions were defined for the 
benefit .of Judge Allen by Jesse G. Ellis 
during the progress of the trial of his 
suit for divorce from Susan H. Ellis 
Thursday afternoon. Ellis’ differentia- 
tion amused the spectators. 

To a question as to whether he had 
ever been drunk, asked by Attorney 
Dalton, representing Mrs. Ellis, her hus- 
band replied that he had only been 
under the influence of liquor. Judge 
Allen asked him to explain what he 
meant by the phrase and to give his 
understanding of drunkenness. 

Ellis said that to be under the in- 
fluence of liquor was to ‘feel good,”’ 
but without any loss of the mental or 
physical faculties, including the power 
to walk and attend to business.

Coast for Sunken Hulls 
Full of Treasure. 


There is a fascinating air of romance 
and adventure about the expedition in 


the steamer Alfred Nobel to search for 
6urken treasures worth $30,000,000 off the 
toast of Africa, says the London Ex- 
press. 

According to Capt. © A. P. Gardi- 
wer of Bloomsbury, who heads the ex- 
Pedition, the African coast is_ lined 
with bullion sunk in every .kind of 
vessel, from the old Dutch galleons to 
modern liners. Here ig an alluring list 
of a few of the treasures which it is 
hoped will be brought to the surface: 

Immensely rich treasure captured from 
Pirates and sunk in the Wilhelm der 
Secunda. 

Priceless china, bullion, tin, lead and 
Silver, sunk in the Duteh galleon Mid- 
dieburg, which was scuttled off Hoetje’s 
Bay 192 vears ago to avoid capture. 

Valuable cargo lost in the Dutch Gov- 
ernment’s armed merchantman Crazen- 
stein In 1698. 

Copper, tin and silver of great value, 
which went down in the Aberdeen White 
Siar boat Thermopylae. 

Capt. Gardiner has served in the Brit- 
ish and Chinese navies, and is an offi- 
cer of the Royal Naval Reserves. His 
attention was drawn to the records of 
the many wrecks which have occurred 
along the African coasts, and he spent 
peveral years in endeavoring to locate 
them. 

je was rewarded by the discovery of 
wrecks, which could be reached, and 
the result of his discoveries was 
formation of the South African Saliv- 
age Co., iimited, with a capital of $125,- 


The steamer Alfred Nobel, once the 
Oromea, a pleasure yacht, and more re- 
cently engaged in carrying dynamite, 
was chartered, and no pains or money 
Was spared in equipping her as a sal- 
Vage vessel. 

There will be 12 hands, including two 
divers, all ex-navy or naval reserve 
men. They will sign on for five years, 
and will be given a 6 per_cent share of 
all treasure found. 

“We are not going only to look for 
wrecks, but we shall do salvage work 

rmanently,’’ said the captain to an 

ZXpress representative. "There is at 
present no salvage company in South 
Africa, and eight or nine valuable boats 
are wrecked there every year.”’

International Agitation 
Raised to Protect Animals 
in Far Northwest. 


Increase in the bounty to be paid on 
wolves is one of the suggestions made 
looking toward the putting an end to de- 
struction by wolves of the wood buffalo, 
which still range on Peace River and 
Slave River. and about which the feel- 
ing in the United States as well as in 
Canada is becoming very strong. It is 
thought by some people that such action 
might induce more people to engage in 
the pursuit of killing them, says Forest 
and Stream. 

As has been more than once shown, 
bounties fail to accomplish the object for 
which they are established. Ve recently 
heard of a case where a club in Michi- 
gan, in order to protect the deer on its 
preserves, had offered a bounty of not 
less than $50 on wolves, but the net re- 
sult in two vears was the killing of only 
16 wolves, an absurdly small number. It 
is quite clear that something more radi- 
cal than this must be undertaken, and 
that something is likely is be in the line 
of Vernon Bailey's recommendation to 
destroy the wolves old and young at the 
time when the young are born. 

At present in the Canadian Northweat 
a bounty of $5 a head is pald for each

wolf. Persons killing wolves must pre- 
sent their claims to the offictals of the 
mounted police and often have to wait a

PAY ADJUSTMENT 


NEEDED NAN 


Promotion to Petty Officer 
Leaves Faithful Seaman in 


Financial Straits. 


A chief petty officer of the navy. writ- 
ing to the Army and Navy Journal, 
cites his own experience as a case in 
which promotion from the grade of en- 
listed man because of faithful service 
and excellent record is punishment 80 
far as the matter of pay is concerned. 

The case was cited to the Navy De- 
partment and it was frankly admitted 
that the law did so operate and that 
the only relief for the writer, and that 
but a partial one, would be the com- 
mutation of quarters. 

It was said to be only one of the 
many instances which show the ne- 
cessity for an adjustment of navy pay 
among both «ommissioned and non-com- 
missioned ranks. The Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts has been working at 
the task for several years, but owing 
to the obstinacy of indifference of Con- 
gress fias not been able to accomplish 
material results. ‘ne correspondent we 
refer to says: 

“On July 1, 1905, I was appointed to 
the rank of mate in the United States 
Navy, in accordance with the order is- 
sued in May, 1904, that a chief petty 
officer of the seaman branch, after 
serving more than 15 years with good 
record, and a.ter naving been duly 
recommended by his past and present 
commanding officers, could, as a reward 
for his long and faithful service, be 
rated as mate. This reduced my pay 
$30 per month, fram $88 to $58. 

No more continuous service pay, no 
ration, nO money for medals were al- 
lowed, I being an officer; then there 
was no more increase in longevity pay, 
because 1 was not an officer. The only 
addition granted me was $24 for com- 
mutation oft quarters; still this left me 
$6 per month to the bad, not counting 
the loss of four months’ extra pay, 
Which was allowed once every four 
years, amounting to $6 per month; but 
nevertheless it was enough to get along 
with. 

“Now, for unknown reasons, this has 
been stopped, and my pay is $58 per 
month flat. If I am checked up for the 
total amount drawn during the 18 
months I have been a mate, I will not 
be able to draw my salary for ten 
months, and in order to exist during 
this time I should be obliged to borrow 
at least $500, which, afterward. at the 
pay of $58 per month, I could never re- 
pay. 

“This leaves me now in a sad predica- 
ment, as l have lost all benefits of en- 
listed nen without having gained ‘any 
Of those of officers. The only thing 1 
can do, unless I can find another reme- 
dy, is to resign, much as I hate to do 
80 after 4 years’. continuous service. 
Nobody seems to be able to define to 
me the status of mate, his pay, allow- 
ances, or his retirement, if there is such 
a thing for a mate, Can anybody tell 
me the advantage of a chief petty of- 
ficer being~ promoted to the rank ot 
mate? The only one I can see is: that 
peering through the gates of the vard

Cash Demand Somewhat Better 
—Argentine Shipments 
About as Expected. 


Prices on local wheat futures ad- 
vanced steadily and consistently in Fri- 
day’s session, and the close was 1%@ 
1%c higher for the day. Corn closed 
%@%c higher and oats %@%c higher. 

May wheat opened 1-l6éc lower at 74%4c 
and advanced steadily throughout the 
Session, closing at 75%c sellers. July 
wheat opened 1-l6c lower at 76%c, went 
as low as 6c, advanced to 77%c and 
closed at 77%@77%c sellers. 

May corn opened \%c higher at 43%€c 
and advanced to 43%@43%c. July corn 
opened 4%@\%c higher at 44%c, went as 
low as 4444@445%%c and advanced to 45\%c, 
closing with bids at the high point. 

May oats opened %c higher at 40c and 
closed at 40%c bid. July oats opened 
Wc lower at 354c and closed at 36\%c bid. 

Argentine shipments were 3,636,000 bu, 
against 3,504,000 bu last week and 4,352, - 
UU bu a year ago. Argentine shipments 
from Jan. 1 to date were 43,448,000 bu, an 
increase of 5,284,000 bu over the same 
period last year. The visible supply of 
wheat in Argentine is now 2,904,000 bu, 
against 3,152,000 bu last week and 3,- 
080,000 bu a year ago. 

The Argentine wheat market is weak 
with offerings larger. Arrivals from the 
interior are smaller, and the quality 
satisfactory. Heavy rains in Argentine 
have interrupted the plowing. Liver- 
pool cables closed 4d lower to 1d higher 
on spot wheat, and 4d higher on the 
futures. Paris closed K@%c higher on 
Wheat, and unchanged to \%ec lower on 
flour. Antwerp wheat closed unchanged. 
sudapest wheat %c lower, and Berlin 
wheat %c lower. 

The local market started out dull and 
narrow, but soon livened up. Thurs- 
day’s heavy selling seemed to have 
Cleaned the market of Offerings, and 
there was no pressure today. The 
Steady cables, a renewal of green bug 
reports, advances in outside markets, 
and the. absence of rain in Kansas 
Started the shorts to covering, and 
prices advanced steadily all day. 
demand from the shorts and the pit 
traders who sold yesterday was urgent. 
Trading was active all day and the close
